"Now as to some overall results. First, the attacks, especially the more 
maliciously false ones, have caused heartache and embarrassment to 
many of our friends and members, as was intended. Second, the exten- 
siveness and bitterness of the attacks have temporarily slowed down our 
recruiting of new members, materially in some areas and perhaps to 
at least a slight extent in all areas. And third, the total nation-wide 
activity and excitement has so buriedalLof us here under telephone calls, 
telegrams, clippings, letters, advice, requests for advice, suggestions 
for action, blueprints for counterattacks, polite invitations and over- 
bearing demands for interviews and statements and program appear- 
ances and articles and speeches from newspapers all over the country, 
from television and radio networks and from individual stations, and 
from organizations (leftwing and rightwing) of every kind — that our 
correspondence has, for the time being, got away from us completely. 

Those are, so far as we can judge at present, the total damages. As 
against them we have the following and far surpassing gains for which 
to be thankful. First has been the proof of the utterly unshakable loy- 
alty of our members. The affirmations of support and of increased 
dedication to our cause, pouring in here from every part of the country, 
are almost unbelievable, even to ourselves. And there is no way we can 
express our appreciation except in this brief paragraph. But it runs 
very deep, and the encouragement — to all of us — has been profound. 

Second, and related, is the net gain in our membership right while the 
campaign against us has been at its peak (so far). We have lost some 
members of course — almost exactly one -quarter of one percent since 
February 25, when the article appeared in the Communist People's 
World. And, as we remarked above, our recruiting has undoubtedly been 
slowed down. Yet we have added more new members every day since

A columnist by the name of Jack Mabley, formerly with 
the CHICAGO DAILY NEWS, now with the CHIC AGO AMERICAN, 
is loudly claiming credit for having launched the recent smears 
on Robert Welch and the John Birch Society. Although Mabley 1 
first attacked Robeit Welch in one of his columns on July 
26, 1960, the smear campaign died down until it was re- 
juvenated on Saturday, February 25, 1961, by the PEOPLE'S 
WORLD of San Francisco. On that date, the PEOPLE'S WORLD 
picked up I#r. Mabley's smear by joining in the attack on Robert 
Welch with ithe following headlines:

The editorial in the Communist publication PEOPLE'S 
WORLD speaks of the John Birch Society as using the •'cell" 
method of organizing.

44 'Democracy is merely a deceptive phrase,' Welch pro-i 
claimed on one occasion, 'a weapon of demagoguery, and a 1 
perennial fraud.' " 

The PEOPLE'S WORLD also refers to a project of the John 
Birch Society which asked its members "to wield pens in a 
letter-writing campaign calling for the impeachment of Chief 
Justice Earl Warren." 

Although the John Birch Society lists 25 Council Members,; 
the Communist-controlled PEOPLE'S WORLD singles out only

MOVE TO ABOLITH HOUSE COMMITTEE ON UN - AMERICAN 

ACTIVITIES FAILS" 

Space does not permit any lengthy discussion of the at- 
tempt by the Communists and their dupes to abolish the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities, To abolish the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities would mean that the 
Congress would deprive itself of legal methods of investi- 
gating Communist subversion. It is well to remember that 
prominent among those who tried to abolish the HCUA were 
the notorious left-wing Congressman James Roosevelt, and the 
American Civil Liberties Union. It should be noted that the 
American Civil Liberties Union has been cited as being 
heavily infiltrated with Communists and fellow-travelers and 
frequently following the Communist line and defending Commu- 
nists, particularly in its Los Angeles unit, (California Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities Report, 1948, pages 107 
and 112, and Report, 1949, p. 270.) 

Congress is to be congratulated for overwhelmingly backing 
up the House Committee on Un-American Activities by ap- 
propriating all necessary funds to finance this committee, 
which is so vital to American security against Communist 
subversion. 

THE ANTI -COMMUNIST FILM 
Whereas action defending the House ^Committee on Un- 
American Activities has been, for the most part, confined to 
Congress itself, support for the film "Operation Abolition" 
which exposes Communist activities in the San Francisco 
student riots of 1960 comes directly from individual American 
citizens and patriotic groups throughout the nation.

"If Time hates you that much/' reads a 
typical letter, "then you must really be doing an effective job, and I 
want to join in your efforts/* We are not gloating over this result, for 
we had rather not have had the attack, and have been able to go on work- 
ing more quietly, building strength and understanding. But we do take 
some consolation from it. 

Third of the beneficial results has been the widespread increase in 
thinking about the Communist conspiracy, its methods and its dangerous 
advance, that has been promoted — however unintentionally and even un- 
wittingly — by all of the publicity about The John Birch Society. You let 
the press keep telling millions of Americans how ridiculous it is for The 
John Birch Society members to think that there are and have been a lot 
of Communists on our anti -Communist team, and more and more thou- 
sands of those same Americans soon begin to say to themselves: "Well, 
obviously the members of The John Birch Society don*t have anything to 
gain — in fact it visibly causes them a lot of grief and requires a lot of 
courage — by making up such charges. And the Communists do seem to 
be winning. Maybe there's a lot more wrong in this picture than we have 
been seeing or suspecting, and we had better start looking into it more 
closely." If a member of the Society can catch any such doubter at just 
that point, and put any one of a dozen good books in his hands, that man 
is already on the way to reading enough and studying enough to see how 
terrible the whole picture really is. And the campaign to destroy us thus 
becomes a factor in that painful awakening of patriotic citizens which — 
while still comparatively little and late — is now going on all over Amer- 
ica. 

Fourth and last, least certain but possibly most important, the Com- 
munists may have been provoked into moving too fast too soon; into 
taking steps which will help to bring a lot of things to a head before they 
are as entirely ready for it as they always like to be. For what is cer- 
tain is that, with the insidiously increasing reach downward of Com- 
munist power, influence, and pressures, throughout the middle levels 
and then the whole base of our social pyramid, time is all on their side. 
And the sooner we can draw the lines and get t]ie American people to 
recognize and face the issues and the danger, the better is our coun- 
try's chance of survival."

ENTER SENATOR MILTON YOUNG 

The next character to enter the scene of this strange drama 
was Senator Milton Young of North Dakota. Senator Young j 
jumped into the fray on March 8 by inserting in the CON- , 
GRESSIONAL RECORD the anti-Robert Welch article in TIME 1 
Magazine (post-dated March 10.) Senator Young continued his 
attack on .the Johh Birch Society in the March 20th CON-; 
GRESSIONAL RECORD, and again on March 28th and 30th. j 
Altogether, Senator Young has, to date, used more than 17 
pages of the CONGRESSIONAL RECORD reprinting articles!

are editorials from the Santa Barbara, California, NEWS- 
PRESS of February 26, 1961. It is interesting to note that the 
March 11 issue of the Communist-controlled PEOPLE'S; 
WORLD shares Senator Young*s admiration for the Santa ( 
Barbara, California, NEWS-PRESS, because the Communist 
newspaper printed an editorial on March 11 entitled "Editor 
Denounces Secret Hate Group," in which the Communist 
paper praised the Santa Barbara NEWS -PRESS. 

Why has Senator Milton Young of North Dakota "teed off** 
on the John Birch Society to such an extent that he now finds 
himself in such strange company? Marquis Childs, extreme/ 
left wing columnist, "let the cat out of the bag" as to -what 
could very well account for Senator Young's vituperative at- 
titude toward the John Birch Society.

Solon Defends Birch Society Against Attack 



WASHINGTON -Criti- 
cism in Congress and else- 
where of the John' Birch So- 
ciety brought a cry today 
from a member — who also 
sits in Congress — that Com- 
munists are promoting a 
"smear" of the ultra-rightist 
organization. 

Even as a Justice Department 
spokesman said the society's activi-. 
ties are a matter of concern there, 
Rep. Edgar W. Hiestand, R-Calif., 
called a news conference and de- 
clared: - 

"My advice is for people not to 
sound off before they have all the

facts." 

Hiestand said he did not agree 
with Welch as to Eisenhower or 
Warren. 

But, he said, the remarks about 
Eisenhower had "been made sev- 
eral years ago and were taken out 
of context" by those now quoting 
them. 

Hiestand said there were also 
other society policy statements he 
disagreed with, but added: 

'1 choose to stay because the 
society as a whole is a 98 per cent 
dedicated anti-Communist group. 
To me it would seem to have a bet- 
ter chance of successful achieve- 
ment than any of the other sound 

and fine patriotic groups of which 

I know." 



Hiestand, when disclosing his 
own membership Thursday, had 
said there were other members of 
Congress in the society but did 
not name them. 

Today, he named Rep. John 
Rousselot, R-Calif., as another, 
member of Congress active in the 
society and said "I am quite sure 
there are others." 

Hiestand said he belongs to the 
"home" chapter of the society 
which he described as a nation- 
wide chapter directly under Welch. 
He referred to Welch as "the 
founder" in all references to him 
during the news conference. 

Hiestand described the society 
members as "violent, emphatic, 
dedicated anti-Communists" but 



contended that not more than 2 per 
cent "might be considered ex-: 
tremists." 

He said growing criticism of the 
group by newspapers and public, 
figures was part of a "pro-Com 7 
munist smear" and was proof of 
the society's success in fighting 
communism. 

In response to a question, he said 
he was unable to identify any 
Communists among those who were 
criticizing the society. 

"But they are in the background 
of the smear," he added. 

Hiestand said the major aim of 
the society is io spread informn- 
lion about the Communist oon< 
spiracy, through loiters (o con 
gressmcn and other methods. J

The files of the New Orleans Office reflect 
that Or* medford EVANS, a former professor at North- 
western State College, Natchitoches, Louisiana, was a 
strong supporter of segregation and states rights. In 
a newspaper article appearing in the "Shreveport Journal," 
April 1, 1930 edition, MEDFOBD stated to the press that 
he believed that he had been fired from Northwestern 
State College because of outside pressure from the 
National Association for the Advancement of Colored People. 
The article stated that EVANS was a graduate of Yale 
University and had been on the faculty of Northwestern 
State College since 1955. He indicated that he had been 
employed by the IT. S. Atomic Energy Commission as Chief 
of the Security Training Division for eight years. The 
article states that EVANS wrote a book entitled "The Secret 
War for the A-Bomb," which charged that laxity in American 
security had allowed the Russians to steal enough processed 
Uranium to make fiurty or fifty A-bombs. 

"The Shreveport Journal" issue of April 13 r 
1959, indicated that EVANS was scheduled to address the 
Plain Dealing, Louisiana Citizens* Council on April 14, 1959.

t BELMONT, Mass, (AP) — The 
{founder of the John Birch Soci- 
lety-the ultra rightist organiza- 
tion under fire from many quar- 
ters-works in a panelled first 
floor office of a modern colonial 
•red brick building near the busi- 
ness center of this prosperous 
Boston suburb. 

Robert Welch,. .61, gray and 
bailing, rlfired from his vast can- 
dy making business in 1957 to de- 
vote full time to fighting commu- 
nism. 

His office is big, with wall-to- 
wall carpeting. His desk is at one 
end with two side chairs. At the, 
other is a leather divan. 
HEAVY MA&i LOAD 
One waft is W>st covered with 
shelves of bjSoks-predominatly 
anti-Communist, political, and 
economic. The opposite- wall has 
windows overlooking the loading 
platform of Belmont's post office, 
of which the society has become 
the biggest single patron. 

Welch is voluble. He says him 
self he "will climb on a soapbox 
to argue against the evils of so- 
cialism whenever anybody will 
listen 

Born in Chowan County, N. C., 
Welch was educated at the Uni- 
versity of North Car/lina, went 
to the U. S. Naval Academy for 
two years, and Harvard Law 
School for two. His own biography 
says he spent 40 years in "the 
school of hard knocks." 

In one of his rare interviews, 
he insisted his only aim in .foster- 
ing the John Birch Society is to 
fight communism, but he answers 
many questions on the organi- 



zation by sending for one or an- 
other of the society's numerous 
bulletins, pamphlets, or other pub- 
lications. 

MONTHLY BULLETINS 
His regular publications are 
monthly bulletins sent to society 
members, and the monthly 
American opinion" - subscription 
115 a year. * 

The members get the bulletins, 
and a copy of the "Blue Book" y v ; 
a 182 page, loose leaf booksized * 
bible of the society, in return for 
their dues. These are $1,000 for 
a life membership; $24 a year for 
men and $12 a year far women. 

Welch .hotly denies #nat the so- 
ciety is a secret one/ as some of 
his critics have charged. 

But he won'tdisclose the Jiaines 
of members, expect for a pub- 
lished list of* "council" members, 
who presumably act as an ad- 
visory board. 

'Nor will he say how many 
members there are -except that 
the society has '25 "chapters" in , 
.Massachusetts, and is "strongest 
in California, Texas, Arizona and 
Tennessee."

Welch was a member of the 
board of directors of the National 
Association of Manufacturers -for 
seven years, and also was a re- 
gional vice presideny/of the NAM 
for three years.

He said they brazenly proclaim 
that "treaties, like pie crusts, are 
made to be broken. And they are 
frequently making plans as to 
when and how to break any treaty- 
most advantageously for them- 
selves, right while the treaty is 
b eing form ulated." 

Welch said the Communists were 



destroying "the arts of peace as 
well as the arts of war." 

"Pictures are not painted for 
their beauty, nor music composed

Robert Welch, head of the John 
Birch Society, writing in the soci- 
ety's "Blue Book/' claims credit 
for the film, "Communism on the 
Map," part of the required curri- 
culum in Louisiana high schools. 

High school students in the 
-state cannot graduate without 
being exposed to the film which 
was produced by Harding College 
in Searcy, Ark. 

The 1960 legislature- passed a 
resolution making the film part 
of a six-weeks unit on "American- 
ism versus .Communism;" the 
State Board of Education, ap- 
proved the program in October 

1960 and authorized the State 
Department of Education to ( set 
up -the court and choose mate ; 
rials for it. 

The unit of work was prepared 
under the direction of Dr., J. 
B. Robertson r assistant state su- 
perintendent;; Raphiel Teagle, di- 
rector of high schools;, Lionel! 
Pellegrin, director of elementary 
schools; Paul E. Marionneaux, j 
supervisor of nigh, schools, and 
Thomas G. Holliman, assistant 
supervisor. 

The legislature did not specify 
what materials would be used in 
the course and selection of mat- 
terials was in the hands of thfe 
department of education. Offi- 
cials o£ that department could 
not be reached for comment to- 
day as to why this particular 
film was chosen for inclusion in 
the course. 

A State Department of Edu- 
cation bulletin on "Americanism 
versus Communism" specifies 
that ali high school students must 
view the film. East Baton Rouge! 
Parish seniors who, already had 
completed their history courses 
were gathered together to view 
the film before graduating in the 

1961 school year* 

The East Baton Rouge Parish 
school system owns one copy of 
the film, a revised version which 
elmihates some material used in 
one of the first copies, owned by 
the State Department of Educa-' 
tiori, shown East Baton Rougei 
principals and supervisors. The 
first version, containing refeiv 
ences to a ^telev ision entertainer 
and some reYSI'Sldeif to the Cath- 
olic Churchi has been withdrawn 
following threatened action by 
the CBS television network.
